The sinking hy the Germans of 
some of the Venezuelan fleet provoked a 
fairly general protest, while a part of the 
Loudon Press went still farther in ite con- 
demnation of the jomt action of Brilain 
and Germany. Lt was pointed out that if, 
as Lord Laxspowne himself admitted in 
his speech of the 12th December, Venezuela 
has suffered one hundred and four revolu- 
tions in seventy years, then the capitalists 
aud traders who ventured their money in

Sron ufter’ being} 
beached at Chungshawan an explosion of gun, 
powder occurred on board the junk, which
